Inquiry at the residence of the. real au- 
thor of ** Rutledge,’’ No. 125 East Thirty- 
fifth street, this city, yesterday afternoon, 
brought out the fact that she left the city 
on Saturday to pass a few days with friends 
at Southampton, Long Island, and would 
return the latter part of the week. At in- 
tervals she has been in town during the 
sum mer. 

Her present publishers, George W. Carle- 
ton & Co., possess no clue to the identity of 
the strange woman in the west. Some weeks 
ago they received an order for a set of Mrs. 
Harris’s works from a person living some- 
where in Wisconsin, but just where, they 
are unable to recall. No money accompanied 
the order, and as they did not know the ap

The Religious Decrees to be Rigidly

New York, September 23.—A special to 
the Heraid from New Bedford, Mass., gives 
a long account of the progress of the Frank- 
lin search party, under the command of 
Lieutenant Frederick Schwatka, United 
States Army, who were picked up by 
Captain Baker, of the bark “‘George and 
Mary,’’ of New Bedford, at Depa! island, on 
the i4cth of August, they having returned 
to that point from their sledge journey to 
King William’s Land on the 4th of March 
of the present year. 

The sledge journey was the largest ever 
made through the unexplored arctic region, 
both as to time and distance, the party hav- 
ing been absent from tbeir base of cpera- 
tions 1n Hudson bav eleven months and 
fourdays. During that time they traveled 
2.819 geographical, or 3,251 statute, miles. 
It was the only sledge journey ever made 
that covered the entire arciic winter. 
The winter was pronounced by 
the Esquimaux as one of unusual 
rigor. This fact was attested 
by the freezing of Reive’s Welcome 
throughout its entire extent from shore to 
shore, even below the latitude of the wha'e 
point. The natives at Depot island and 
Wager river experienced much suffering in 
consequence ef the severity of the season, 
which precluded successful buuting, and 
several deaths occurred at both places. The 
mortality was attributable to the intense 
cold and famine. The expedition, however, 
successfully withstood the greatest amount 
of cold ever encountered by white men in 
the field. On January 34d, 1880, the ther- 
mometer sank to 71° Fahrenheit or 103° 
below. freezing point, and during the entire 
day itdid not rise above 69°. During six- 
teen days the average temperature was 100° 
below freezing point, and during twenty- 
seven days it was below 60°. At this time 
the party traveled; in fact they never halted 


a single day on account of cold. 
During the summer and fall of 1879, they 
nade a complete search of K ing William’s 
and and the adjacent mainland, traveling 
over the route pursued by the crews of the 
Erebus and the Terror upon their retreat 
toward Backs river, and while so engaged 
the party buried the bones of all 
those unfortunates remaining above 
ground, and erected monuments 
to. the mewory of the fallen 
ieroes. Their research established the 
uournful fact that the records of Frank- 
ln’S expedition are lost beyond 
ec very. The party found many 
traces, and some remains of 
be Franklin expedition, among them the 
boues Gf the third officer of the Terror. 
seutenaiut Joho Irving, which were iden- 
itied by the prize medal found in his open 
rave 
Itelicts of the Terror and Erebus were 
rought back by the party. The lived for 
portion of the time on sealskin diet, and 
therwise adapted theniseives to the habits 
f the natives of the country, suffering 
iuany hardships, but being uniformly well 
treated by the Esquimaux.
